Stalled by Rains in 
Entire Sector 


HENDAYE, FRANCO-SPANISH 
FRONTIER, Oct. 29 (UP).— More 
than 380,000 troops faced each 
other across flooded battiefronts 
around Saragossa tonight, waiting 
for torrential rains to stop and 
permit them to lock in what may 
be the deciding battle of the Span- 
ish war. 

The Loyalist and fascist troops 
on the Aragon front, 170 miles 
Northeast of Madrid, were concen- 
trated along a 90-mile front stretch- 
ing from Belchite North across the 
swollen Ebro and Gallego Rivers to 
Jaca near the French frontier. 

In the Huesca sector, 45 miles 
Northeast of the walled fascict base | 
at Saragossa, trenches were waist- | 
deep with waters and large supplies 
of ammunition and war materials 
were ruined. Wide areas of the 
countryside were under water. 

ROADS FLOODED 

In several sections the advance 
positions of the Loyalists and fas- 
cists were completely isolated, cut 
off from rear positions by the ris- 
ing waters.
